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SHENKER REJECTS 
DEMOCRATIC POST 
AFTER PROTESTS: 
DUTY 10 GLIENTS 


Decision Follows Kefau- 
ver Suggestion He De- 
cline Place on National 
Finance Group to Avoid 
Embarrassing Party. 
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(72nd Year).

Morris ‘A. Shenker today de- 
clined to accept the appointment 


as a member of the Democratic 
national finance committee, which 
caused a political storm follow- 
ing its announcement last week. 

Shenker, busiest criminal law- 
yer in St. Louis, announced his 
decision in a telegram to Sidney 
Salomon Jr., treasurer of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

The telegram, sent to Salomon 
at Washington from Jefferson 
City, where Shenker is attending 
the Democratic state convention 
today, gave as Shenker’s reason 
for declining the appointment ‘‘my 
duty to my clients.” 

Says He Didn’t Seek Job. 

In an explanation of his deci- 
sion, Shenker told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he did not seek the ap- 
pointment and never intended to 
accept it. He said the demands 
of his large law practice are 
great, with courts again in ses- 
sion, and his spare time is de- 
voted to work for the Democratic 
party in Missouri. 

Shenker’s decision followed a 
suggestion last night by Senator 
Estes Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee, 
chairman of the Senate Crime In- 
vestigating Committee, that he 
decline the National Committee 
post “to avoid embarrassment to 
the Democratic party.” Kefauver 
pointed out that Shenker’s con- 
nection, as attorney, with indi- 
viduals being investigated by the 
crime committee could be a source 
of embarrassment to the Demo- 
crats. 

Telegram to Salomon. 

Shenker’s telegram to Salomon 
said: 

“IT am grateful for the appoint- 
ment to the Democratic national 
finance committee. 

“Due to the fact that in the per- 
formance of my sworn duty as a 
lawyer I am on occasion called 
upon to represent persons accused 
of violating laws, and in view of 
the unjustified and unfo pe- 
liti¢al statement issued by a Re- 
publican United States Senator 
now seeking re-election, pertain- 
ing to this appointment, # is con- 


ceivable that my acceptance of} 


this position might interfere with 
the rights of my clients and it 
might result in a denial of: due 
process of law as guaranteed by 
the Constitution of the United 
States. 

“I believe in my party and the 


principles for which it stands, and reed 


will continue to fight for those 
principles. I believe in and have 
faith in our President and our 
governing officials, but as a law- 
yer my first duty is to my clients. 
I have always adhered to that. 
Therefore, I must refrain from 
any activities which may interfere 
with my duty to my clients. I, 
therefore, respectfully decline to 
serve. MORRIS A. SHENKER.” 

Previously Shenker had asked: 
“How can I resign from some- 
thing I have not accepted?” 

Reference to Wiley. 

His reference, in the telegram 
to Salomon, to a Republican Sen- 
ator, was to Senator Alexander 
Wiley, Wisconsin, a member of 
the Kefauver committee. Wiley 
paid Shenker’s appointment to 
the Democratic finance committee 
“might possibly make some law 
enforcement § officials hesitate 
about full prosecution of Shen- 
ker’s clients for fear party higher- 
ups might be offended.” 

Following Shenker’s announce- 
ment that he was declining the

OCEAN MYSTERY: 
TWO SHIPS TOWED 
BY UNSEEN OBJECT 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Crewmen of two Portland fish- 
ing draggers yesterday told a 
strange story of being towed 
helplessly at sea by an unseen 
underwater object off Brier 
Island, N.S. i 

The seamen said they thought 
the object might have been a 
Russian submarine, but added 
that their conclusions were based 
only on their understanding that 
no American submarines were in 
the area and that Canada has 
none. 

“It was a nightmare and we all 
were scared to death,” said Ar- 
thur W. Jordan, Cherokee skip- 
per and unofficial spokesman for 
the 15 men aboard the two ships. 
Jordan said he and his brother, 
Thomas, skipper of the Evzone, 
are- convinced’ their nets and 
heavy cables hooked onto a sub- 
marine. They said the Coast 
Guard told them no American 
submarines were in that area last 
Wednesday. 

Both vessels had their sterns 
dragged beneath the water by a 
terrific haul just before their 
cables snapped and they were 
. The Evzone was towed an 
hour and a half and the Cherokee 
about 25 minutes. 

The two skippers said they are 
convinced the object that tugged 
them was not a whale and added 
that shiny wear on the cables 
where they parted is evidence 
they were wearing on a metal 
surface. A whale, they said, does 
not stay submerged for such long 
periods. 


G. B. SHAW SITS UP

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12— 
Charles M. Huttig of St. Louis 
Was agreed upon for chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee 
at a conference of Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., candidate for 
United States Senator, and other 


party leaders in the proverbial 
political smoke-filled room at 
midnight last night. 

The agreement is in direct con- 
flict with the state law, which 
provides that the chairman shall 
be a member of the committee, 
which Huttig is not. .- 

The conferees, in addition to 
Hennings, included among others 
Morris A. Shenker, St. Louis 
attorney for big gambling inter- 
ests; Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan, 
who is beginning to loom as a 
St. Louis political boss; James M. 
Pendergast, head of the revived 
Pendergast political machine in 
Kansas City; State. Senator Mi- 
chael Kinney of St. Louis; Rich- 
ard R. Nacy of Jefferson City, a 
member of the Democratic State 
Committee and formerly assistant 
to the late Robert E. Hannegan 
when Hannegan was chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, and J. V. Conran of New 
Madrid, a potent political boss in 
southeast Missouri. 

Committee Elects Huttig. 

At its meeting today the state 
committee followed to the letter 
the decisions made at the con- 
ference. Besides Huttig and others 
who were selected for office, the 
committee also re-elected Mrs. 
Julia Woodson Edman of St. Jo- 
seph as secretary. 

Huttig was Hennings’s belated 
choice for chairman, and as a 
part of the deal Nacy was decided 
upon for chairman of the organi- 
zation committee of the state 
committee. Nacy’s selection is 
looked upon as recognition of the 
outstate element of the party in 
the Hennings campaign, which is 
largely a St. Louis affair. 

After the conference, which 
was held in the State Treasurer’s 
office in the Capitol, Hennings 
refused to discuss what took 
place. 

“There was an agreement 
among those present that they 
would say nothing about it,” Hen- 
nings said. “I consider that a 
gentlemen’s agreement binding 
on me.” 

The details, however, were ob- 
tained from an entirely depend- 
able source. 

In the selection of a chairman 
from outside the membership of 
the committee, the state’s statutes 
will be ignored as they were by 
the committee two years ago in 
the selection of John H. Hendren 
for chairman. 

Hennings Changes Position. 

In putting over Huttig, Hen- 
nings took a different attitude 
from the one he expressed during 
his primary campaign for the 
nomination for Senator. In his 
major primary campaign speech, 
in Kiel Auditorium in St. Louis 
June 19, Hennings vigorously de- 
nounced Hendren, who was sup- 
porting State Senator Emery W. 
Allison, Hennings’s principal op- 
ponent, and declared that the law 
should be observed and the state 
chairman chosen from among the 
members of the state committee. 

“I believe it is the function of 
the party committeemen who are 
office holders under the law of 
Missouri and are elected by the 
people directly,” he said in his 
Kiel Auditorium speech, “to se- 
lect their own -party chairman 
from among their own members 
as is required by law, with full 
power of removing him if he is 
false to his trust and of holding 
him accountable for the adminis- 
tration of the party’s affairs.”

Attlee Says 250,000

Pay Rise for Forces. 


LONDON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Attlee announced 
today Britain will send more 
troops to Germany as part of a 
vast defense build-up against Red 


aggression. 
Opening an emergency session 


of Parliament, the Labor govern- 
ment leader also disclosed that: 
1. 250,000 workers will be 
channeled into arms produc- 
tion as part of a £3,600,000,000 
($10,080,000,000) defense pro- 
gram during the next three 


years. 

2. New austerity measures— 
fewer radios, cars and other 
luxuries—will be necessary be- 
cause of the drain on Britain’s 
economy. 

3. The government is review- 
ing its controls over export of 
goods of potential war value to. 
Russia and ifs satellites. 


4. If necessary to keep the 
arms program going at top, 
speed, the government will take 
over the allocation of scarce 
raw materials. 

New Division for Germany. 

Attlee told the House of Com- 
mons Britain will station a new 
division in Germany and bring 
“up to strength” the two divisions 
now stationed there. 

"We shall have rather more 
than three fully tra-..ec divisions 
in Germany,” tr Prime Minister 
said. 

Declaring Britain must rearm 
‘quickly against a Soviet threat to 
bring on a third world war, he 
asked for immediate approval of 
longer draft service and higher 
pay for the British armed forces. 

He announced Britain will build 
up its army from the present six 
and a half regular divisions to 10 
regular divisions and 12 reserve 
divisions of territorials. A British 
division is 45,000 to 18,000 men. 
The territorials aré& the British 
equivalent of the National Guard 
in the United States. 

Warns of Pay Rises. 

Attlee noted that the 8,000,000- 
member Trades Union Congress 
had voted at its recent conven- 
tion to lift the lid on wages, and 
said he hoped unions would show 
“co-operation and moderation” in 
asking for more pay in view of 
the: difficult position brought by 
rearmament. : 

“The steps we are asking the 
House to indorse are taken solely 
with the intention of preventing 
another war and resisting in its 
early stages the onward march 
of aggression,” Attlee said. “Sac- 
rifices now can prevent greater 
saerificeég in the future, but sac- 
rifices there must be. 

“The continual obstruction by 
Soviet Russia has frustrated the 
efforts of the United Nations. All 
over the world the aides and sup- 
porters of the Cominform have 
worked ceaselessly to foment 
trouble and disorder.-. .. We 
must face the fact that what hap- 
pened in Korea may in one form 
or another be repeated else- 
where.” 

Attlee said the aggression of 
North Korea was a direct chal- 
lenge to the United Nations, but 
he had “every confidence that ag- 
gression will be halted and a 
salutary lesson given to would-be 
aggressors.” 

Stand on German Treops. 

The Prime Minister said the 
eventual participation of Germany 
in the defense of Europe “can 
only be considered within the 
framework of the common de- 
fense of the west.” é 

He said, howgver, that the West

Planes Strike at Enemy. 

Allied warplanes and artillery 
rocketed, bombed and blasted the 
entrenched Koreans before the 
troopers’ assault, Then the foot 
cavalry stormed up the. slopes. 
Red Koreans on the peak and on 
a nearby slope hurled blasts of 
artillery, mortar and machine-gun 
fire at them. ; 

The Americans drove two-thirds 
of the distance in the first five 
hours, Then they were pinned 
down most of Tuesday afternoon 
by Communist fire. 

A regimental commander had 
described the Red Korean posi- 
tion as “the main threat” to 
Taegu. Its capture gave Ameri- 
can defenders a vital anchor on 
their right flank. 

The American force of about 
1000 men began the attack from 
positions seven miles north of 
Taegu. Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
headquarters said they gained 
nearly one mile and secured high 
ground commanding the vital 
Taegu-Tabu road. 

40,000 Reds Mass in Area. 

Forty thousand Red Korean 
troops are massed north of the 
city for an expected fresh assault 
upon the Allied northwest frant 
anchor.

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 12— 
George R. Clark, former Jackson 
county assessor and political lead- 
er, was indicted by a United 
States grand jury today on a 
charge of income tax evasion. The 


jury also made its final report. 

The indictment charged that 
Clark, former political associate 
of Charles Binaggio, murdered 
gangster-politician, evaded a tax 
of $14,402 in a five-year period 
from 1944 through 1948. 

Clark reported an income of 
$115,714 in the five years, whereas 
his actual income was $143,082, it 
is charged. He paid a total tax of 
$41,795 for the period, but should 
have paid $56,197, it is alleged. 
Sources of his income were not 
set forth in the charges. 

Conviction carries a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine on each count. 
The indictment contains five 
counts, one for each year. Clark 
left office a year ago after eight 
years as assessor. 

“Tax-Fixing Racket.” 

The Jackson county grand jury, 
in its final report last Saturday, 
spoke of the “vicious tax-fixing 
racket” in Jackson county when 
Clark was county assessor. The 
county grand jury, which cited 
one instance of alleged tax-fixing 
maneuvers, pointed out it was 
powerless to indict the former as- 
sessor because the statute of 
limitations had run. 
| The federal grand jury return- 
ing the indictment is the one 
which last April issued a long 
interim report on Kansas City 
crime conditions. At the office 
of the Attorney General in Wash- 
ington it was announced today 
'that the investigation of crime 
conditions here would be con- 
tinued by a new jury to be con- 
vened shortly. 

District Judge Richard M, Dun- 
can, to whom ‘the indictment was 
reported, praised the work of the 
jury.

—Plans Under Way to Use Planes

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
'Air evacuation of the seriously 
wounded from Korea has n 
halted because of the continued 


‘its airfield. 

' This was disclosed today by the 
|Air Force Surgeon-General, Maj. 
‘Gen. Harry G. Armstrong, who 
said plans are being made to re- 
sume air evacuation of wounded 
from rear areas less liable to in- 
terruption from Red thrusts. 

Until mid-August, Armstrong 
told reporters, the more seriously 
wounded men were flown from 
the big Taegu supply base direct 
to Japan. In Japan, they were 
distributed to Army general hos- 
'pitals or brought back ‘to the 
| United States. 

Since the beginning of heavy 
‘North Korean pressure on Taegu 
the seriously wounded have been 
moved by railroad to Pusan, prin- 
cipal United Nations supply port. 
Here they are cared for either in 
Army shore hospitals or in Navy 
hospital ships. 


Communist threat to Taegu and 


Despite this slower handling: of 
‘the seriously wounded, Armstrong 
'said, the mortality rate among 
| those treated in Pusan has been 
‘less than one-quarter of. 1 per 
cent. 

Air movement of wounded from 
Pusan was not practicable, he ex- 
plained because of the bad con- 
dition of the road leading from 
the city to the airport, some miles 
away. However, this road is be- 
ing repaired, he said. 

Patients requiring more than 
‘20 days of treatment, Armstrong 
' said, are flown back to this coun- 
try from Japan. 

Gen. Armstrong said the casual- 
ties in Korea, “as you all know, 
have been light,” and that flying 
the wounded back to this country 
presented “no problem whatever” 
in terms of air lift, since “‘mcst of 
the planes we are sending out 
there are coming back empty, 
anyway.” He said 1378 patients 
had been flown to the United 
States from Tokyo in August, in- 
cluding non-battle casualties from 
the entire Pacific area.

What Germans Want.

They've seen 
hunger and inflation and unem- 
ployment. They've had a belly- 
full of fighting simply for the 
sake of fighting. 

Next time, if there is to be a 

next time, they want first, to be 
protected from destruction, and 
second, to get something out of it. 

They are familiar with the as- 
surances of the Atlantic Pact, but 
they are also familiar with the 
agonizingly slow progress of the 
Council of Europe in Strasbourg 
and of similar efforts that must 
precede the forming of any Euro- 
pean defense force. 

They haven't much confidence 
in se ability of the French as a 
military nation. They respect the 
potential of the United States, 
but they know that there are only

Little Chance for Democracy. 

Military occupation and democ- 
‘racy are mutually exclusive, and 


had much chance to grow and 
flourish under the one-man 
regime of Chancellor Adenauer. 
Paradoxically, this confusion is 
not so great in Berlin and the 
Soviet-occupied zone of ~ermany. 
“2ople there at least know nega- 
tively what they don’t want. The 
outrages of Soviet occupation 
seem singularly far away to the 
people of the West. 
“Whatever the Soviets are do- 
ing, they aren’t doing it here,” is 
the spoken or implied attitude of 
the western German burgher. 
There is a smaller and much 
more dangerous group which 
favors “neutrality” or active co- 
operation with the East. The neu- 
trality exponents have been less 
vocal since the events in Korea, 
but they still are around, believ- 
ing in some fantastic fashion that 
Germany can escape any commit- 
ments. 
The collaborators, as they al- 
ways have in the past, represent 
both the extreme left and the ex- 
treme right. On one side are the 
small but noisy Communist 
groups. On the other are some 
of the industrialists, not yet well 
organized, who can see no far- 
ther than the markets of Eastern 
Europe which are yawning for 
everything from locomotives to 
needles. 
The western German govern- 
ment itself has winked at trade 
restrictions with the East until 
the Allied High Commission re- 
cently had to jack up formally 
the Bonn officials. 
These are some of the factors 
which make the rearming of Ger- 
many such an awkward and diffi- 
cult job, yet they must be 
weighed and considered or the 
project itself will fail.

His rise to the post of foreign 
minister wasn’t in the tradition of 
Whitehall, but it would have been 
a perfect plot for a Henty novel 
of the typical British hero. 
Where Bevin came off the 
denim bolt, Acheson and France’s 
Robert Schuman were cut from 
more familiar cloth for diplomats. 
They came from well-heeled fam- 
ilies and studied law at the best 
schools. 

Both are urbane and polished, 
cool technicians in _ statecraft. 
Though less suave and less the 
logician, Bevin is said to have for- 
gotten few lessons in such di- 
plomacy~as was countenanced in 
the Transport Workers’ Union. 


Threw Opponent Into River. 


Once Bevin, running for a city 
office in Bristol—in younger, 
more headstrong days—threw his 
opponent into a river. But he is 
thought to have polished the 
edges since then. 

The globe-shaped, blunt Bevin; 
the calm, gentle, almost shy Schu- 
man and the tall, austere, impec- 
cable Acheson have, in previous 
meetings, shown a capacity to co- 
operate. 

But the men bring to the cur- 
rent meeting a host of personal 
problems which are admittedly 
handicaps in reaching decisions 
on meeting the threat of Soviet 
imperialism. 

Bevin is personally handicapped 
by illness which kept him away 
from the British Foreign Office 
for months, in which the Korean 
crisis broke.

What Makes a Good Battalion? 
The Men Themselves, Leadership 


Observer at Front Writes Bread and Butter 
Letter to Fighting Team Which Ad- 
vanced Without Counting Costs.

TOKYO. 


NE of the odder rules of war seems to be that all the good 

people are at the front. Besides the gratitude of the civilian to 

the fighting man, the observer also feels curiously grateful to 
the men in the lines for their unvarying hospitality. On leaving 
Korea for a few days, this reporter therefore proposes to write a sort 
of bread-and-butter letter to the members of the First Battalion of 
the Twenty-seventh Infantry Regiment, who were his hosts for some 
time when they were brilliantly winding up a very tough job. 


What makes a good battalion, 
is the letter's theme. Wherein 
lies the secret of such a fighting 
team? “In the men themselves,” 


is the obvious first part of the 
answer. 


In the First Battalion, there is, 
for example, Capt. Logan E. Wes- 
ton, now wounded, but lately 
commander of Able Company. 
When Able Company was attacked 
by a heavy force of night-infiltrat- 
ing enemy infantry, Weston ral- 
lied his men. He rushed two 
enemy machine guns single-hand- 
ed and destroyed them with 
grenades. Although sorely hit, 
he continued te command the 
fight until ammunition ran short. 
Under heavy fire, he sought the 
ammunition bearer. Wounded 
again, he plunged back into the 
struggle. And only when the 


enemy fled at last, did he collapse | 


from loss of blood. 
Silver Star Winner. 


Or there is Cpl. Arthur Prater, 
who got the Silver Star in the 
battalion’s first action for carry- 
ing rations and water to a com- 
pany that was cut off. Prater 
has bad feet, but prefers staying 
with the outfit to accepting a 
medical discharge. Or there is 
Acting Supply Sgt. Clurion Grigs- 
by who drove into the middle of 
an enemy armored column when 
he was bringing ‘equipment from 
the rear. Grigsby seized a ba- 
zooka, leaped from his weapons 
carrier and got a North Korean 
tank at 10 yards range. 


Or there are many scores of 
others, in this small outfit of a 
few hundred, whv are not so 
very different from those who 
have been named. At first, these 
men of the First Battalion impress 
you as individuals, some clever, 
some less clever, some mature, 
some incredibly young, but al- 
most all lean, hard, good tem- 
pered and businesslike about their 
task of fighting. Then, as you 
listen to the talk among them, 
you are struck by the way that 


shared experience knits them to- 
gether. 

Of experience also, the First 
Battalion has had a generous help- 
ing in only six.short weeks. On 
that first day on the Waegwan 
front, when Prater got his decora- 
tion, the battalion was attacked 
by no less than 2000 enemy in- 
fantry, moving forward in columns 
behind six tanks. Baker Com- 
pany’s position was utterly over- 
run. The lead tank was halted 
almost at the entrance of the 
battalion command post. 


However, the battalion stood 
firm and shot it out until the 
North Koreans ran; ‘then rapidly 
regrouped to meet a night attack 
on its flank and covered the rice 
paddies with North Korean dead. 
That, they tell you, was how the 
outfit was made. 


Fought Its Way Back. 


Or there was the long recon- 
naissance in force,’ when the 
whole battalion drove into enemy 
territory for 27 miles beyond 
Chindong, was cut off for 24 
hours, and briskly fought its way 
back. That time, two tank drivers 
were killed. Volunteer replace- 
ments were called for. Two men 
who had once driven bulldozers 
stepped forward. And the tanks 
rumbled back into our lines with 
a cook and a medic at their 
wheels. 

Or there were many other skir- 
mishes and actions each variously 
memorable, all matters of pride. 
Hearing these discussed, watching 
still another fight that would also 
be recalled, one gradually realized 
that there was yet one more in- 
gredient in this puzzling entity, 
the First Battalion. And this in- 
gredient of course was good lead- 
ership. 

From the wiry, unpretentious 
little battalion commander, Lt. 
Col. G. J. Check, down to Baker 
Company’s massive, fatherly First 
Sgt. George S. Hearn, the First 
Battalion’s leaders sedulously 
avoid any appearance of panache,

It is also true that in the nineteenth 
century, since Napoleon and in the pre- 
ceding part of the twentieth century, 
these kings, politicians, presidents, dic- 
tators, generals and war-makers gen- 
erally sent the citizenry into battle to 
wage their wars, knowing that their 
own lives were safe. However, with 
the advent of modern warfare, and I 
do not consider the imperfect push-but- 
ton warfare, but the accomplished facts 
of the intercontinental bombers and the 
atomic bomb, no person, king or peas- 
ant, president or grass-roots voter, dic- 
tator and concentration-camp inmate, is 
immune to the peril of death in a war. 

In all probability target No. 1 for 
the Russian atomic-bombers is Wash- 
ington with our governmental and mil- 
itary leaders. In all probability target 
No. 1 for the American atomic-bombers 
is the Kremlin, Moscow with the Polit- 
buro and the Russian military leaders. 

The probability of death in a modern 
war extends to every man. This I 
believe is the only deterrent to World 
War III. 

Surely Hitler, mad though he was, 
would have probably never embarked 
on his dream of conquest had he imag- 
ined in his most fearsome vision that he 
would end as a burning gasoline- 
drenched corpse in a bombed-out bunker 
in a destroyed Berlin in a devastated 
Germany. The men of the Politburo 
are clever, and being clever, know that 
they are targets. 

I suggest that O. V. Stewart either 
read newspapers to find out what is 
going on in the world, or enlist in the 
army and find out. His ivory tower

Inequity in Allowances 


Reservists and draftees will be protected 
against foreclosure of FHA mortgages on their 
homes while they are in service, and principal 
payments may be suspended until they return 
to civil life. This is the effect of an FHA order 
reinstating policies that prevailed in World 
War II. It is just as reasonable that these poli- 
cies be reinstated as that the Government should 
again pay family allowances to the dependents 
of those in military service. 

Whether the family allowances recently voted 
by Congress should not be revised is something 
that should be looked into at the next session. 
As they stand, the allowances work an injustice 
on some families. 

Congress voted higher allowances than were 
granted in World War II, because it realized 
that the cost of living has gone up since then. 
But it did not distribute the increase as fairly 
as it might have done. 

The cost of living, as measured by the con- 


- gumers’ price index, has gone up 37 per cent 


since 1943. Under the new legislation, the 
enlisted man’s allotment for one dependent will 
be 70 per cent higher than in World War II; 
for two dependents 34 per cent higher, and for 
three dependents only 25 per cent higher. 

In other words, the childless wife will receive 
an increase nearly twice as much as she needs 
to cover the increased cost of living, the wife 
with one child will receive almost enough to 
cover it, but the wife with two children will 
receive considerably less. 

There is no justice in that kind of discrimi- 
nation. If anything, the larger family should 
receive the larger increase. 

Servicemen cannot be protected against all 
hardship on being called to duty, but surely 
their families are entitled to at least equal 
treatment with those of World War II. And the 
man with two children at home is entitled to 
know that the increased allotment is at least 
equal to that for a childless wife. 
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Jan Christiaan Smuts 

Jan Christiaan Smuts died in the, fullness of 
his years at Doornkloof, his farm near Pretoria 
in South Africa. It would be consoling to say 
that he spent his last years contemplating the 
fruits of his labors at home and abroad. But this 
was a favor not granted the straight, thin old 
field marshal. 

At home, he saw the fanatically racist and 
isolationist government of Prime Minister Malan 
growing in arrogance. Smuts himself did not 
always deal wisely with South Africa’s all- 
transcending race problem. But he never 
dreamed of the excesses of Malan. And he 
did support the liberal policies of his able young 
deputy, Jan Hofmeyr. These policies of tolera- 
tion and good sense probably are the only ones 
which, in the long run, can protect the white 
man in a predominantly black nation. Hofmeyr, 
however, died before his promise could turn 
into performance. And so Smuts, turned out of 
office in 1948, was left sadly alone. 

He could, however, look at the broader world 
with more satisfaction. His ideal of a British 
Commonwealth in place of a British Empire had 
become a reality. The League of Nations, which 
he originally suggested, had foundered in the 
troubled waters which rose on the eve of World 
War II, but in its place were the United Nations 
whose charter he had helped to draft in San 
Francisco. And there was—and still is—the real 
hope that while the League failed, the U.N. may 
yet succeed in preserving world peace. 

Smuts was a politician. But he also was a 
nation-builder and a statesman of genuine 
vision. Resolute in arms and learned in the 
law and in philosophy, he could and did rise 
above chauvinism and the opportunism of the 
moment. He was a conservative with clear eyes 
fixed on the future. 

The world needs many of his kind. And it 


_has so few. 
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The Fatal Stop 


Railroad trains sometime have to make unex- 
pected stops. When they do, the methods at 
their disposal to warn off the next train behind 
them are too primitive. That seems to have been 
the reason for the wreck of the Spirit of St. 
Louis and a troop train at Isleta, O., early Mon- 
day morning. It has been the reason for several 
other major wrecks in recent years. 

At the speed at which a modern crack train 
travels it requires a distance of a mile to a 
mile and a half to stop. Yet the warning flares 
and a single lantern set out at Isleta were re- 
ported to have been only 100 yards behind the 
stalled train—not far enough back to be of any 
practical use. But the flagman did not have 
time to set them far enough back to do any 
good—only some five minutes elapsed between 
the stopping and the crash. There was the 
same want of time in other recent rear-end col- 
lisions. 

Repeated wrecks on the railroads resulting 
from unexpected stops with no adequate way of 
warning off the train that is coming along 
behind should plead eloquently. for the use of 
train radio. A means is needed to enable the 
crew of the stalled train to communicate imme- 
diately with the crew of the oncoming train 
and to obtain acknowledgment that its warning 
is received and understood. No such means 
exists on most trains. Radio would provide it. 
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Tax All the Excess Profits 


President Truman has stated a principle on 
the excess profits tax which should be adopted 
by Congress as a solemn commitment. In his 
address to the nation, the President proposed 
that the tax should “recapture excess profits 
made since the start of the Communist aggres- 
sion in Korea.” 

This means that no matter when the tax is 
adopted, it should cover corporation income for 
the latter half of 1950. That is the only way in 
which reality can be given to the President's 
argument, supported by the great majority of 
Americans, that 

no one should be permitted to profiteer at 

the expense of others because of our de- 

fense needs. Nobody should get rich out of 
this emergency. 

The conservatives who dominate the congres- 
sional tax committees leaped at the chance to 


tax apply to all of 1950 income after the Korean 
invasion. 

Legally, this Congress cannot bind the next. 
But if it makes its intentions clear, nobody will 
be able to cry out against a “retroactive” tax 
next year. That is the next best alternative to 
the enactment .of an excess profits tax now. 
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Shenker Draws Quick Fire 


The Demecrats did not have to wait long for 
proof that they did themselves no great good 
when they elevated Morris Shenker, the St. 
Louis criminal lawyer, to their national finance 
committee. Republican Senator Wiley of Wis- 
consin was quick to call for an investigation. 

He said, in a formal statement, that Shenker 
is “attorney for some of the largest gambling 
interests in America,” a matter that ought to 
be of interest to the Kefauver committee in its 
search for links between crime and politics. 
Senator Kefauver himself also was prompt in 
deploring the Shenker selection. 

While Wiley said that he was speaking 
only out of concern for public morality, it will 
not go without notice that this is a season of 
political campaigning. But even so, Wiley prob- 
ably scored a point with many voters when he 
said that while Shenker was entitled to repre- 
sent any client who came to him, he “doesn’t 
have any right to interject a gambling tie-up in 
any way, shape or form into national, state or 
local politics.” 

However well satisfied Democratic leaders 
might have been as to Shenker’s intentions, this 
is a political view for which they might-have had 
some regard. Thomas C. Hennings Jr., the Dem- 
ocratic senatorial candidate, did well to make 
it clear that he was not consulted about, and did 
not recommend the Shenker appointment. The 
Hennings statement was followed up by one 
from Shenker saying that he would not accept 
the appointment. Even if he sticks to this, the 
fat has been in the fire. It can’t be made to 
look quite clean again. 

And what goes for it also goes for the election 
of Shenker’s political associate, Sheriff Callanan, 
to the Democratic State Committee. Without ris- 


ing to any considerations beyond the merely 


political, these choices just were not smart. But 
there is, of course, the possibility that both men 
already had achieved a degree of influence 
which the wafdheelers could not disregard. 
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Red China Rebuffed 


The Chinese Communists have been denied 
an opportunity to be heard before the U.N. on 
their charges that a United States plane strafed 
an air strip in Manchuria. It was only by the 
narrowest possible margin, one vote, that the 
motion to hear them was defeated. The United 
States could have changed the result by voting 
to hear them. But it took the position that 
they should not be allowed to use the U.N. as 
a sounding board for their propaganda, as they 
undoubtedly wanted to do. 

There is, unfortunately, a disadvantage to the 
exclusion course as well. And that is, that it is 
never a strong position to be unwilling so much 
as to listen to the other fellow’s complaints. 
This is particularly true in the U.N., which sets 
out to be a world forum. Can a world forum de- 
cline to listen to any country, no matter what 
country, and remain truly a world forum? 

The subject is bound to come up again soon, 
and we are persuaded that there is most to gain, 
and least to lose, by hearing the Chinese Com- 
munists, no matter how sadly they may abuse 
the privilege. There is more to “winning” an 
international bargaining session than just out- 
voting the other side. 

A conference on science, philosophy and reli- 
gion at Columbia University in New York City 
last week came to that conclusion as a general 
principle. We would apply it to the iristant 
case. To be blatant, to be insistent, to be 
abusive may seem to the Communists to gain 
them an immediate advantage. The long-range 
advantage, we are convinced, will lie with those 
who follow a proper course eyen when it seems 
to their temporary disadvantage to do so. 

If the propagandists are given enough rope 
in the U.N., whom will they hang? 
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Transit Figures Wanted 

Mayor Darst says he is willing to call a special 
session of the Board of Aldermen on the pro- 
posed transit fare increase, but he doubts the 
session would do much good. Probably it would 
not. What is needed now is an expert appraisal 
of the fare proposal. The aldermen are not 
likely to provide such an appraisal, any more 
than the Mayor did. 

The Mayor bargained for and agreed to 
15-cent fares and zone fares, but he will find 
it difficult to show that he speaks for the whole 
city. President Albanese of the Board of Alder- 
men, for one, does not accept the Mayor’s bar- 
gain. Mr. Albanese intends to organize other 
aldermen to oppose the fare rise before the 
Missouri Public Service Commission. 

In the end, the commission must approve or 
reject the fare proposal, regardless of the action 
of city officials. The Mayor’s concessions to a 
piecemeal transportation system will stand for 
little, not just because of the strenuous opposi- 
tion to them, but because of the absence of clear 
proof that such concessions are necessary. 

As we have said before, the Public Service 
Co. may require higher fares because of rising 
costs, including the projected pay increase 
which accompanied the City Hall bargain. But 
if this is so, the company has not presented 
conclusive figures or made its case to the public, 
and it is the public which has to pay the bill.

Television sponsor tried to duck controversy by breaking contract 
with actress Jean Muir, but only provoked protests, critic says; 
urges investigation of book purporting to list radio’s subversive 
elements; asks how big advertiser could be intimidated by nonsense.

All hell broke loose in the nursery 
while I was away. A man.can’t leave the 
room for a minute without the children 
getting into trouble. 

A press release from Young and Rubi- 
cam which handles the Henry Aldrich 
show for General Foods states: ‘Miss 
(Jean) Muir’s wide experience as a ma- 
ture actress and the real-life mother of 
three young children has ideally equipped 
her for the role of ‘Mrs. Aldrich’ who 
guides her family with a loving and under- 
standing hand.” 

A few days after the press release was 
issued, General Foods decided Miss Muir 


. wasn’t at all ideally equipped for the 


part, that she was a “controversial per- 
sonality,” whatever that is. Her name 
had appeared in a pamphlet called “Red 
Channels,” which purports to list Commu- 
nist and subversive influences in radio 
and television. 

Despite her vehement denials of any 
sympathy or connection with Communism 
and without any investigation, Miss Muir 
was fired after about 15 people had pro- 
tested. General Foods admitted that the 
move was made as a gesture to public 
relations, that it couldn’t afford to get 
mixed up with controversy. 


Publicity Coup of 1950 


In short, it dropped one hot potato and 
suddenly found itself with one of the hot- 
test potatoes in its corporate history. This 
decision easily wins it the Crosby award 
for. the public relations coup of 1950. 

What’s going on here, anyhow? I pass 
hurriedly over the shocking abuses to 
Miss Muir’s civil liberties, which are too 
obvious to warrant further comment, to 
another, more intriguing matter. Ever 
since it was first published a month or so 
ago, “Red Channels” has become a sort of 
unofficial blacklist of the radio and tele- 
vision industry. 

It is a little pamphlet, a sort of supple- 
ment to “Counterattack,” a publication 
whose aim is purportedly to combat Com- 
munism. “Red Channels” is little more 
than a list of 150 names of actors, writers 
and directors, including some of the finest 
in the country, who are supposed to be 
subversive influences. 

The charges against these people were 
culled from press clippings, from old let- 
terheads, from unsubstantiated accusations

at congressional hearings, and it was com- 
piled by a couple of ex-FBI agents, one of 
them named Kirkpatrick. Names of known 
Communists rest cheek-by-jowl next to 
names of violently anti-Communist actors 
and writers whose opinions are well 
known and easily determined if these ex- 
FBI agents had bothered to check up. 

“Red Channels” is not the complete and 
definitive roster of subversives ‘in this 
area which is right here at my elbow. It’s 
the New York telephone directory. It’s 
got ali the names and, if yours is in there 
too, you are naturally somewhat under 
suspicion. (My name isn’t in it. I’ve a 
private phone. No one is going to accuse 
me of associating with Communists even 
in a telephone directory.) 


What’s Behind the Smear? 


To get to the heart of the matter, how 
come a huge corporation like General 
Foods ever allowed itself to be intimi- 
dated by anything as small and utterly 
unofficial as this publication? The $500.- 
000,000-a-year broadcasting industry now 
accepts “Red Channels” almost as a Bible. 
Why? 

“Counterattack” and its editors have no 
special standing in the community; they 
are indorsed by no one of well-established 
repute and have absolutely no authority. 
Their motives in trying to dominate the 
personnel and the content of broadcasting 
are certainly open to question if not down- 
right sinister. 

I’m happy to note that the American 
Union has decided to in- 
vestigate “Counterattack.” It’s high time 
someone did. In fact, I'll give them some 
questions to ask. 

How much money are the editors mak- 
ing by exploiting the hatred of Commu- 
nism shared by all of us? Where does 
the money come from? What sort of 
record did the editors have in the FBI 
and why aren’t they still in it? If Mr. 
Kirkpatrick and his~associates are going 
to become the arbiters of what people I 
am going to see on television, of what 
writers are to write for my ears on radio, 
I’d like to know a lot more about their 
background. 

General Foods’ decision has been 
widely attacked as a violation of Miss 
Muir’s right to earn a living. But I’d also 
like to point out that it was also pretty 
childish.

Between Book Ends 


The Enigmatic Aaron Burr 
STREET OF KNIVES, by Cyril Harris. (Little, Brown & 
** 370 Pgs., $3.) . Hs ' 

After Aaron Burr had finished his term 
as Vice President of the United States and 
had become an outcast on account of his 
duel with Alexander Hamilton, he con- 
ceived the plan of organizing a military 
expedition in the southern states and tak- 
ing possession of that portion of Mexico 
which is now Texas. This novel is the 
story of that expedition from its precari- 
ous start to its ill-fated finish and in it the 
author tries to psychoanalyze the enigma 
that was Burr. His veriest thought and 
action is examined and underneath the 
organized periphery of his ego we see the 
core of a dynamic, driving chaos of forces 
which constantly strives for discharge. Be- 
tween perception and motility, there is no 
middle ground for Burr. 

Burr travels by flatboat down the 
Ohio and the Mississippi, accompanied by 
his arrogant and de- 
voted daughter Theo- 
dosia and his illegiti- 
mate son Hugh Shad- 
well, there develops 
a battle of wills and 
a tempestuous rela- 
tionship which proves 
as interesting as the 
tale of the conspiracy 
itself. 

With his super- 
ego always to the 
fore, with “Guff and 
gall” as his motto, 
through sheer force 

Cyril Herrie of personality, Burr 
captivates men and 
women alike. “I am the remedy. I am the 
line of action,” says Burr, and the earth 
revolved around his center. But alas, he 
hears the clock strike wrong and with his 
head in the stars he can not see the dust 
around his feet. 

Gold and glory is an old, old story, the 
line between success and failure is a thin- 
ly drawn one and then, too, it is hard to 
get other men to see the vision, especially 
if it is a very personal one. Burr found 
this out to his sorrow. 

The author has taken the Burr story 
and turned it into a thought-provoking 
novel about one of the strangest, enigmati- 
cal characters to appear on the American 
scene. 

In this, as in his earlier novels, “Trum- 
pet at Dawn,” “Richard Pryne,” and “One 
Braver Thing,” the author has captured 
the feeling of early American times.

Clinic Idea Spreading. 


In the Senate as a member of 
the small business committee, 
Benton has continued this inter- 
est. There are many small man- 
ufacturers in Connecticut, and 
their letters made Benton aware 
of the difficulties small business 
has in dealing with she Govern- 
ment. Big business can afford the 
overhead of a Washington repre- 
sentative who can hunt his way 
through the labyrinth of big Gov- 
ernment. But this is beyond small 
business. 

Benton initiated the first small 
business clinic 'at the manufac- 
turing center of Bridgeport. Key 
officials from various Govern- 
ment departments were present. 
Each official came prepared to 
spell out what the small manu- 
facturer should do to get con- 
tracts under the swiftly expand- 
ing program of defense produc- 
tion. 


Many of the industrialists ac- 
cepted the invitation in a skep- 
tical frame of mind. They ex- 
pected to get what they often re- 
fer to scornfully as “the Wash- 
ington run-around.” They were 
agreeably surprised by the brass- 
tacks talks they heard. Senator 


Benton had made it clear at the 
outset that he wanted no political 
questions since the goal was a 
practical one to aid the small 
manufacturer. 


Later the clinics were set up 
for New Haven and Hartford, 
sponsored by the Chambers of 
Commerce in those cities. In his 
letter of invitation, Benton said: 


Where to Get Business. 


“The. Korean situation stresses

| lem in terms of procurement, in- 
| dustrial mobilization 


and dis- 
persal of contract awards. This 
problem was not foreseen in the 
planning stage of the pilot clinic 
at Bridgeport, and I shall devote 
more time to it.

At the later clinics, officials of 
the Departments of Defense, 
Commerce, Reconstryction Fi- 
nanc. Corporation and the Gen- 
eral Services Administration gave 
even more detailed information 
on how and where smaller busi- 
ness firms could bid for Govern- 
ment business. 


The only politics, and this was 
not directly related to office- 
seeking, was Benton’s preliminary 
talk stressing his conviction of 
the need for real competition in 
the private enterprise system and 
of his desire to help small busi- 
ness provide that competition. 


More Than Vote-Getting. 


Both Republicans and Demo- 
crats have now taken up the small 
business clinic idea. Clinics have 
been held or are scheduled for — 
cities literally from Maine to 
California. Senator Margaret 
Chase Smith sponsored a clinic 
in Augusta, Me., and Senator Wil- 
liam Knowland in San Francisco. 
Both are Republicans. 


Told of the spread of these 
clinics, a veteran politician ex- 
pressed the skepticism of his 
trade, doubting that they would 
get the sponsors any votes in 
November. If they do not mean 
actual votes in the ballot box, 
they certainly mean good will. 

And they may also mean more 
defense production and a healthier 
economy less likely to be domi- 
nated by monopoly, which is good 
for the Country regardless of 


party.

St. Louis Teachers Co-opera- 
tive Council has asked the Board 
of Education to reopen the pre- 
viously closed question of in- 
creased salaries for teachers “and 


not adjourn until it establishes a 
fair salary schedule for St. Louis 
teachers.” The board will meet 
today at 7:30 p.m. 

In a letter to President William 
Schumacher, the council urged 
that a recommendation of the 
the board finance committee, re- 
jecting the teachers’ request for 
reconsideration of proposed sal- 
ary increases, be set aside and a 
“fair salary schedule” be estab- 
lished. The letter did not state 
what the council considered a 
fair salary, although the group 
is on record as favoring a maxi- 
mum of $5000 for teachers with 
master’s degrees. Such teachers 
now may reach a $4500 maximum 
and not $4800, as was erroneous- 
ly reported in last Friday's Post- 
Dispatch. 

A proposal to grant a salary in- 
crease of $200 a year to all pub- 
lic school teachers, custodians 
and clerks was defeated at the 


board's July meeting without be- | 


ing brought to a formal vote. The 
council later protested against the 
action, asking the whole question 
be reconsidered. This request 
was turned down by the finance 
committee. Maximum salary at- 
tainable by teachers’ without 
bachelor’s degrees now is $3800 
and for those with such degrees 
it is $4200. All teachers do not 
receive the maximum.

National Boxing’ Association con- 
‘vention today guaranteed Ray 
“Sugar” Robinson a middleweight 
title shot and also sanctioned a 
return bout between Jake La 
Motta and Laurent Dauthuille 
should the Frenchman win to- 
morrow night’s fight. 

The NBA, in a session, 
voted to accept a $10,000 bond 
from Dauthuille guaranteeing 
Robinson a title shot, if he whips 
La Motta tomorrow and again in 
their contracted return match. 
The convention previously had 
received a contract giving Rob- 
inson a bout against La Motta if 
he successfully defends his 
crown. 

Max Flescher, well-known box- 
ing publisher, offered the bond 
in behalf of Dauthuille. 

The bond acceptance met with 
vigorous protests from Pennsyl- 
vania boxing commissioner John 
“Ox” Dagrosa, who assailed the 
NBA for allowing “the Interna- 
tional Boxing Club and La Motta 
to form a monopoly” in boxing. 

“They are destroying the great 
traditions of boxing,” Dagrosa 
said. “If they are making a laugh- 
ing stock of the NBA, then we as | 
members should put a stop to it.” |

Vermonter Who Has to Out-Talk Malik

NEW YORK, Sept. 12. 

HE last Vermonter whose 

name was world-famous, was 

Calvin Coolidge. For Coolidge, 
a sentence like this was a long 
speech—“I do not choose to run.” 
By contrast, Vermonter Warren 
Austin, as United States repre- 
sentative on the Security Coun- 
cil, must out-talk the Soviet Mal- 
ik in the United Nations, and 
like all the Soviets, Malik has 
trained for marathons. In de- 
bates, Austin has borrowed from 
Coolidge: “I do not choose to 
run away!” 

As a lawyer Austin has han- 
died red hot cases on the local 
level, where tempers explode: in 
one such case, his target was a 
rich and powerful Vermont fam- 
ily—his client was a poor but 
pretty girl — the case involved 
alienation of affection — and 
Austin won a settlement of $125,- 
000 for the girl. 

He has fought and won in a 
boundary dispute against the 
neighboring state of New Hamp- 
shire; for Vermont, he coll 
a debt from the Federal Govern- 
ment that dated back to the War 
of 1812. And as a “Yankee hoss- 
trader,” he has represented cli- 
ents against the Russian Gov- 
ernment, and negotiated loans of 
$130,000,000 to the Republic of 
China. To describe his experience 
in China, Austin will quote along 
poem by Kipling, which winds 
up like this: 

“Here lies a fool, who tried to 
‘hustle’ the East.” 

His first spark of interest in 
international affairs was lit a 


year before World War I, at a, 


Bar Association meeting in Mon- 
treal: ; 

“There was a galaxy of his- 
torically great lawyers at that 
meeting—Emile Zola, who had the 
courage to defend Dreyfus; Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, the elder 
Choate, and the British Lord 
Haldane. 

“Haldane made a speech about 
the self-discipline of nations, 
which I shall never forget: ‘If 
you’re walking down a street, he 
said, ‘and you move aside, just a 
bit to avoid jostling a neighbor 
..,. what made you move aside? 
Was it a law that forced you to 
move? No—you had _ simply 
learned to exercise your inde- 
pendence without disturbing your 
neighbor. And that is the higher 
ethics, said Haldane.’”

To my 
mind, trees offer a lesson in 
serenity ... there is nothing 
more eloquent than the silence 
you find only in a forest. 


“I understand trees. Matter 


of fact, I feel rather proud of 
the fact that when Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt was having trouble with 
her King apple tree out on Long 
Island, not far from Lake Suc- 
cess, she called me to help save 
the tree from dying.

Broadcasters occasionally carry 
the “ore” affectation to fantastic 
extremes.

I say “I suppose,” 
for it may be that the commenta- 
tore is a bache-lore. 

The suffixes -or and -er are 
identical in pronunciation and 
meaning. Both indicate “an 
agent or doer.” Both should be 
pronounced “er,” as in maker, 
speaker, teacher. The only dif- 
ference between -or and -er is 
that -or usually is appended to 
words of Latin or Romance ori- 
gin, and -er is, used With non- 
Latin words. 

“Factore, sectore, ambassadore, 
legislatore” are fallacious, and 
strike the ear as unpleasantly as 
would “tailore, sailore, razore, 
doctore, tractore, labore.” 

Any day we may expect to hear,

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


of Canasta ethics (as we were 
in yesterday’s article) here is 
a case that disturbed the con- 
science of a player. 
He held: 


Worcs we are on the subject 


His side needed 90, and he had 
refused to meld earlier, for that 
would have en six cards from 
his hand. He drew from the stock 


and found that he had taken two. 


cards, a jack and an eight. 


Here is how the Canasta laws 
cover this error: The player adds 
the first card drawn (in this case 
it was the jack) to his hand. He 
shows the second card, the eight, 
to all the other players; then he 
puts it on top of the stock. He 
then discards (melding first if he 
wishes). The player did not want 
to meld, so he merely discarded 
his five. 


The next player in turn then 
has the following privileges: If he 
wishes, he may draw the top card 
of the stock, which he knows to be 
an eight. If he doesn’t want 
the eight, he may shuffle it into 
the stock, and then make his reg- 
ular draw, whether from the stock 
or from the discard pile. 


The player in question chose to 
take the eight, so probably he had 
at least a pair of them. The player 
who had drawn the two cards, 
when his turn came around next 
time, happened to draw an eight. 

“Should I take advantage of my 
unfair knowledge that the eight is 
an unsafe discard,” he wonders, 
“or would that be profiting from 
my own illegai play?” 

Card players are not supposed 
to be blind or dumb, and should 
always make use of any infor- 


mation they have. It is unethical 
to make a deliberate effort to 
get special knowledge of another 
player’s hand. It is never un- 
ethical to act on information that 
comes to you accidentally. 

Question: I have been dealt a 
red three but want to take the 
pack. (I have a pair of kings to 
match the upcard.) May I re- 
place my three first, or if I do 
so, must I then continue to draw 
from the stock? 


Answer: You may replace your 
red three first, since this replace- 
ment is not part of your regular 
draw. (The card you drew as a re- 
placement might be the one to 
give you a matching pair.) How- 
ever, if you had drawn the red 
trey from the stock its replace- 
ment would end your draw; you 
— not then shift to taking the 
pack. 


Question: My partner made an 
insufficient meld. Thinking we 
needed 50, he put down three 10s 
and three eights. Actually we 
needed 90. He discarded an eight 
and the rest remained exposed as 
penalty cards. At my turn I made 
the minimum. Now, could I also 
put down the one eight so that my 
partner’s two remaining eights 
could be melded? 

Answer: No. Only the player 
who owns the penalty cards. may 
add to them, if he wishes, in order 
to make them legal melds. Un- 
less or until he can do so, they 
remain as penalty cards. How- 
ever, if partner has made a legal 
meld of three or more cards in 
that rank, the penalty cards may 
be added to the legal meld. 

Question: On the deal just 
played, we had a minus score 
owing to the fact that the oppon- 
ents went out before we made 
any meld. However, after this 
minus is deducted, we still have 
a net plus of 1640. May we go 
down for 15 points on the next 
deal or must we still make 90? 

Answer: You must make 90. 
Your minimum is determined by 
the score with which you start 
each deal. What happened on 
the previous deal is of no conse- 
quence.

Even if Critics Call Them ‘Corn’

CHICAGO, Sept. 12. 
HEN Evelyn Knight first hit the big time via a nation-wide 
broadcast, her former voice teacher wired her testily, “You 
have no more voice than a goat.” 


This remark, perhaps intended to get Eveiyn’s nanny, did no 
such thing, nor have subsequent complaints of critics to the effect 
that Evelyn Knight has switched to corn and deserted the fine, pure 
old English ballads with which she began her singing career. 


The fact remains that when
